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The Growt 
of Bureaucracy

During the past five years the 
population of the District of Colum- 
bia, seat of our national government, 
has increased more than 22 per cent. 

No state, or group of states, has 
approached that rate of growth dur- 
ing the same period, It compares 
with a population increase of 3.9 per 
cent for the nation as a whole. 

What caused the jump? A recent 
report of the Census Bureau, whose 
estimates supply the figures, attrib- 
utes it to an unprecedented peace- 
time influx of Federal employes to 
jobs in the scores of new bureaus 
and commissions functioning during 
the past few years at Washington. 

These are significant facts. They 
introduce an arresting element of 
novelty in the American picture. Ex- 
cept during the prief emergencies of 
war-time our most striking growths 
heretofore have occurred along what 
might be described as our Be0 graph- 
ical and industrial frontiers. 

Population increased at the swift 
est pace in states where new and 
productive lands were being devel- 
oped by agriculture; in cities where 
new and productive industries were 
originating and expanding. 

Inevitably such growth meant 
greater opportunity for the men and 
women who took part in the devel- 
opment; greater wealth for the na- 
tion and its citizens as a whole. 

But an unprecedented increase of 
job-holders at Washington has quite | 
a different meaning. It shows only 
a growth of Bureaucracy. Unlike the 
men and women who, by their en- 
ergy and their labors, continue to 
develop America and.to bear the 
costs of its government, many politi- 
cal job-holders produce little or 
nothing. They consume, instead — 
out of the share of all men and 
women who labor in the home, on 
the farm, in the factory or in 
business. 

And the greater the number of 
those who merely consume, the 
greater the burden on those who 
produce.

Communistic Projects Still 
Unfinished, but Houses 
Have Sprung Leaks. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Six 
subsistence homestead projects, 
all special pets of Resettlement 
Administrator Rexford Guy 
Tugwell, President Roosevelt’s 
master mind on the left, are at 
last admitted failures, it was 
learned here when Tugwell sought 
to saddle them upon private cor- 
porations. 

Although they involve $9,000,000 
of the taxpayers’ money, none of 
them has ever been completed. Cost 
of each when completed is as fol- 
Red House, near Charleston, 
Va., $1,035,000 ; W. 
Tygart Valley, W. 
Va., $1,070,000 ; Crossville, Tenn., 
$3,700,000; Westmoreland, Pa., $1,- 
058,000, and Wood Lake, $700,000. 

Industries, Farms Fold Up. 

The federal government = pur- 
chased tracts of land upon which 
it was planned to move the families 
of unemployed miners, lumbermen 
and others who were stranded, into 
houses built with New Deal mil- 
lions. Industries were to have been 
attracted to the communities to fur- 
nish employment, but none ever 
came and the families are at least 
as bad off as they were before, The 
latest variation of the scheme was 
to establish farm co-operatives for 
the families, who were to put their 
earnings into a communal pool to 
pay for the cost of their houses. 
But nothing can be raised profitably 
on the soil. 

Although the homesteaders are 
not required to pay taxes, neither 
have they paid any rent (with a 
few exceptions). The prospect of 
putting them on the tax rolls 
one which Tugwell is dangling be 
fore other communities in his ef- 
fort to have those communities take 
over the projects. But the meager 
relief funds paid to the homestead- 
ers is hardly enough to feed and 
clothe them, not enough in most 
eases to provide them with fuel and 
other and certainly not 
enough something for 
taxes.
